Although Prof. Rep- 
pert sought to live and die in that 
light of God’s teachings which 
his better judgement told him was 
right, yet, we have no doubt, but 
had he realized the approach of 
that awful hour, like the great 
Voltaire his last words would have 
been: ‘‘If there be a God have 

mercy on me.” Peace to his ashes 
glory to his immortal soul
